1. SUMMARY: DURING APRIL, 1007 REFUGEES LEFT THAILAND FOR THE 
UNITED STATES. A TOTAL OP 764 REFUGEES DEPARTED UNDER IPP-77, 

209 REFUGEES DEPARTED UNDER IPP-78, AND 34 DEPARTED UNDER 
OTHER PROGRAMS. TO DATE, A TOTAL OF 3422 REFUGEES HAVE 
DEPARTED UNDER IPP-77, AND 218 HAVE DEPARTED UNDER IPP-78. 
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DURING APRIL, 31 BOATS CARRYING 835 REFUGEES ARRIVED IN 
THAILAND. A TOTAL OF 5798 INLAND REFUGEES FOR THE NEW PROGRAM 
AND 656 BOAT REPUGEES HAVE BEEN PRESCREENED FOR IPP-78. WE 
RECEIVED A TOTAL OF 1915 SPONSORSHIP ASSURANCES DURING APRIL 
AND 7412 HAVE BEEN RECEIVED TO DATE. END SUMMARY. 

2. DURING APRIL, 1007 REFUGEES LEFT THAILAND FOR THE UNITED 
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STATES. THIS IS THE HIGHEST MONTHLY DEPARTURE DIGURE SINCE 
THE EXPANDED PAROLE PROGRAM IN MID-1976. A TOTAL OF 764 
REFUGEES LEFT UNDER IPP-77. OF THESE, 570 WERE INLAND 
CAMP REFUGEES. AN ADDITIONAL 22 REFUGEES DEPARTED UNDER THE 
CE PROGRAM, 3 UNDER HUMANITARIAN PAROLE, AND 9 UNDER IMMIGRANT 
VISAS. DEPARTURES UNDER THE IPP-78 PROGRAM TOTAL 209 IN APRIL 
AND 218 TO DATE. A TOTAL OF 3422 REFUGEES, 1328 OF WHOM CAME 
FROM INLAND CAMPS, HAVE DEPARTED FOR THE UNITED STATES TO 
DATE UNDER IPP-77. 

3. DURING APRIL, 31 BOATS CARRYING 835 REFUGEES ARRIVED IN 
THAILAND. THIS HEAVY INFLUX HAS SWELLED THE POPULATION OF THE 
SONGKHLA CAMP TO 1055 AND OF LAEM SING TO 1091, STRAINING 
CAMP FACILITIES AND TESTING THAI TOLERANCE. 

4. WHILE PRESCREENING CONTINUES IN THE NONGKHAI AND 
LOEI CAMPS, IT IS COMPLETED IN THE UBON AND CHIENG 
KHONG CAMPS AND IN THE MAE CHAN DETENTION CENTER.
